About which there i ſo much Diſcourſe 'andwork in all 
Chriftendom, 
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'J Eaveolt all your Buſling, and come to Chriſt 
2, andhis Apoſtles, and fee how they were. or- 
dained and. ſent forth z Chriſt ſaith in 247.28, Go 
- therefore, and teach all Nations, &c. Now here was 
the Command of Chriſt, after he was riſen: So 
theſe were not to {it down in Benefices, but they 
were to go and teach all: Nations; the Nation of 
Eſau, and the Egyptians, Hams and Tartars, Barba- 
rlans, Scythians, &c 

Theſe did not reaſon, What ſhall I do with my *. 
Wite and Cluldren, or how ſhall I do for a main- 
tenance, ſo as Chriſt commanded them to go and 
'teach all Nations ? here was the Love of God and 
Chriſt to all the World: And again Mark 16. 
Chriſt ſaid unto his Diſciples,Go ye 7to all the world, 
and preach the Goſpel to every Creature ; mark, to 
every Creature the Goſpel of Salvation was to be 
A 2 preached 
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proached; here Chriſtmakes no Sects, nor leaves 
out ſome Part of the World ; but as he taſted Death 
for every man, and. was an Offering for the Sins of 
the whole World, ſo he ſent his Diſciples, which. 
he ordained to preach the Goſpel, into all Nations; 
and he ſaith, v7 am with you alwayes,even to thejEnd 
of the: world'; and Chriſt ſayes, 1f you were of the 
world, the world would love its own, tut becauſe you 
are not of the Worli, but I have- choſen you ont of the 
world, therefore the world hates you: Sothelſe were 
the choſen Diſciples of Chriſt, which he ſent forth 
into the World, Foh.15. And Chriſt faith, 7 have 
zven them the words which thow gaveſt me, and they 
| ata received th:m, andhave known ſurely that I came 
out from thee, they have believed that thou atdſt ſend 
2e, Joh. 17. andthe Glory thou gaveſt m2, Thave gi- 
ven them, and tht th:y may be one, even as we are 
one, Tin them, and they in me, that they may be made 
perfeft in one. I 

So here you may ſee, that Chriſt is in his Apo- 
ſtles, that he ſends forth into all Nations, and he 
will ſend them his Comforter, which ſhall lead 
them into all Truth, who is the Spirit of Truth, 
and this Comforter will teach you all things, ſaith 
Chriſt, and bring all things tv your Remembrance, 

whatſoever T have ſaid to you, Foh. 13. And fur- 
cher Chriſt ſaith, Joh.

that your Fruits ſhould remain, &c. | | 
$5 here you may ſee how Chriſt choſe and or- 
diinzd his miniſters, and how he would be with 
him, and inthem, and how he h2d choea them 
JE out 
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out of the World, and ow were not of the World; 
as he was not of the World, and therefore the 
World did hate theſe that were choſen & ordained, 
and ſent forth by Chrift, and were not l1ike a Com- 
pany of Worldlings, ſeeking for great fat Bznefices 
and to agree with Nations orCountries for ſo much 
a Year, and to hale People into Courts, and caſt 
them intoPriſonzf they would not give them main- 
tenance or earthly things. 

And when Chriſt ſent forth his ſeventyDiſciples 
by two and two into every City, and Town, and 
Place, as 1n Zv#e 10. he ſaid to them, Go your wayes,, 
behold, I ſend you forth a5 Lambs amonz wolves (0 
here is Chriſt's Sending and Command) carry nei- 
ther Purſe, nor Scrip, nor Shozs, and ſalute x2 Man 
by the way, and into what Howſe ye enter , firſt 'ay,Peace 
Y- unto this Houſe, &c. and inthe ſame Houſe remain 
eating and drinking ſuch Things as they ſet before you ; 
for the workman « worthy of his Meat, &c. and to 
what City ye enter, and they receive you, eat ſuch things 
as they ſet before you: And when thole ſeventy re- 
turned again to Chriſt, &c. in the ſame Hour Jeſus 
rejoyced in Spirit and ſaid,7 think thee O Father, Lord 
of Heaven and Earth, that thou haſt hid theſe Things 
from the wiſe and prudent, and op revealed thei unto 
Babes, even (0 Father, &c. And no Man knoweth who 
the Son is, but the Father, and who the Father is, but 
the Son, and him to whom the Son will reveal him: 
And Jeſus ſaid privily to his Diſciples, Bleſſed ar- 
the Eyes which ſee theſe Things. 

So here you may ſee how Chriſt ſent forth his ſe- 
venty Diſciples, and how he thanked his Fs,

and how the Son had revealed theſe things unto his 


Diſciples; ſo theſe did Chriſt chufe and ordain,and 
they went forth in the Revelation of the Son : And 
 kewife,when Chriſt had ſent forth his twelve Diſ- 


ciples before, he ſaid tothem, As ye gov, preach, ſay- 


inz, the Kingdom of Heavew is at Hand, &c. andfree- 
ty you have received, freely give, provide neither Gold, 
or Silver ,nor Draſs in your Purſes, no Serips for your 
Fourney, mr Staffs, nor two Coats, nor Shoes for your 
Fourney, &c. and into whatſoever City or Town ye ſhall 
enter, enquire who is worthy, and there abide till ye 
go thence, &c. Andwhoſoever will not recerve you, 
nr hear your words, when you depart ont of that Houſe 
or City, ſhake off the Duſf of your Feet, ec. So theſe 
were not to agree for a Benefice with the Heads of 
the Town, and if they would not pay them, then 
caſt them into Priſon, 

And alſo ye may ſee the ſame Ordination and 
ſending forth of Chriſt's miniſters in 2ark 6. and 
mark ,whoſoever would not hear Chriſt's Apoſtles 
and Diſciples Preaching, they were to ſhake the 
Duſt off their Feet againſt them, they were not to 
ſummon them to Courts, and caſt them into Pri- 
ſon, becauſe they would not hear them ; for ſayes 


Chriſt, He that heareth you, heareth me, and he that 


deſpiſeth you, deſpiſeth me, and he that deſpiſeth me, 
defpiſeth him that ſent me, Luke 10. And Chriſt 
Taith ia Zuke 22. 35. unto his Diſciples, ' when 7 
ſent you without Purſe, Scrip and Shoes, lacked you any 
Thing? and they ſaid Way. "of 
Now you may plainly ſee here Chrilt's — 

ers, 
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ſters, bath before he was crucified and after, when 
he was riſen, the manner of Chriſt's ordaining and 
chooſing and ſcnauing forth his miniiters  - and be- 
fore he was crucihtied, he 2sk'd his miniſters that he 
did ſend forth freely, whether they lacked for any 
—_— Aniwer was to Chriſt, they wanted 
nothing. 
blow try your ſelves you miniſters 1n our Dayes 
by Chriſt's Words ard his miniſters then, who are 
ſent forth in the Wills 07 men, wherher ye can give 
the ſame Aniwer, that ye want for nothing, and 
that you go forth freely, as they did? And 
Chriit faith, Zw:{l be with you,and 1will be within you 
now they that follow the Apoſtles in their 'Succel- 
fion, they muit be in. the ſame Power and Holy 
Ghoſt that the Apoitles were.in, and not to fuccecd 
them 1n. the Form; as the talie Prophets did the 
true, and Anti-chriit doth the true Chriit, who 
got the true Chriſt's Words ; - but to ſucceed the 
Apoſtles in the ſame Holy. Ghoſt, and Power, and 
Lite that they were in, that is the right Succeſſion, 
and- ſo intheir Inheritance and poſſeſfion ; for any

21. 16. Ont of the. Mouthes. of Babes and Sucklings 
haſt thou ordaiued Strenzth', and'Pſal. 8, 
So you may ſee here how Chrilt ordaired Babes 
and Sucklings to preach his Name -freely, as they

| ; (-3) 
had received freely , = you know the Babes and 
Sucklings are not tit to be ſent to Schools, but theſe 
were taught of Chriſt,and ordained of him to ſpeak 
and to confels Chriſt Jeſus freely, as they had re- 
cetved;and he ordain'd Strength out of the mouthes 
of theſe Babes and Sucklings, yea, ſuch Strength, 
as the Devil, nor all his miniſters, nor all the pro- 
teſlors of the World were able to gainſay, but it 
convinced the Gainſayers ; ſo they need not lye at 
Schovls many Years, whom Chriſt ordains and 
lends forth: And when they choſe another Diſci- 
ple in the room of Fud4s, to be a Witneſs with the 
Apoſtles of Chriſt's Reſurrection, the Lord gave 
them Matthizs by Lot ; ſee AFs 1. And the Apo- 
{tle Paul ſaith in Epheſ. 3.7. How that by Revelation 
hz hid made known to him the Myſtery whereof he was 
made a Miniſter, according to the Gift of Grace of God 
given to him by the effetTual working of his Power,And 
again the Apoſtle faith, That the Goſpel which was 
preached to every Creature under Heaven, whereof 7 
Paul am mide a Miniſter, according to the Diſpenſation 
of God, which was given unto me, which hath been hid 
from Azes and Generations, but now is manifeſted to his 
Saints, &c. which Myſtery is Chriſt in you, the Hope of | 
Glory, whom we preach (to wit, the Apoſtles and mi- 
niſters of Chriſt) warning every man, and teaching 
every Man in all wiſdom, that we may preſent every 
man perſetin —_ Feſws. 

Here you may ſee Paw/'s Ordination, and how he 
and the Apoſtles received their miniſtry, and what 
he preach'd, C-/.18. And again the Apotile ſaith, 
when Chriſt a/cended up on high, he led Captivity cap-

tive, and gave Gifts unto Men, and he gate ome .Ape- 
ftles, ſome Prophets, ſome Evangeliſis ani ſome Paſtors, 
and Teachers, for the perfeiting of the Saints, for the 
work of the Miniſtry, for the edifyins of the Body of 
Chriſf: So this Gitt of Chriit made them miniſters 
and you that deny perfection, deny the Work of 
Chriſt's miniſters, as you may ſee Epheſ. 4 And 
the Apoſtle ſayes, we {beat the wiſavmof Godin a 
Myſtery, even the hidden Wiſdom of God, ordained be- 
fore the werld to our Glory: So here.you may lee 
whar he preachcd, 1 Cor. 2, 6, And in Gal. 1. Paul 
an Apoſtle, ot of man.nor by man, but by Teſus Chriſt, 
and God the Father, rho raiſed him from the Dead. 1 
certifie you Brethren, that the Goſpel which ts preached, 
by me, ts not after man ; for Tneither received it of 
man, neither w -. 1tanght it, but by the Revelation of 
Teſwus Chriſt. 

So here. you may fee how the Apoſtle was or” 
dained, and from whom he received his Goſpel 
and whathe preach'd, and how that he was an A 
poſtle, not of man nor by man : ' and the Gofpel 
which he preached was not after man; and the 
Apoſtle ſaith in A/7s 10. 42. he hath commanded us (to 
wit Chriſt) zo _—_ unto the people, and to teſtifie 
that it was he which was ordained fe Ged to be the Fudge 
of Quick && Dead: Here you may ſee it was Chriſt 
that commanded his miniſters and his Diſciples to 
preach; and in ark 3. He ordained twelve that 
they ſhould be with him that he might ſend them 
forth to preach; mark, here is Chriſt's Ordinatioa 
and his ſending forth. | 
So all along you may ſee how Chriſt ao 
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his miniſters and Diſciples, and the ſeventy, and 
Is Paſcors, Prophets, Evangeliſts and Teachers, 
and he will be with them to the End of the VVorld, 
and he will be in then, and they ſhall -be 1m him, 
and they ſhall have his holy Ghoſt to lead them 
into all Truth. 

Now here is a Poſſeſſion, and they that do ſuc- 
ceed them in the Poſſeſhon muit be. ſuch as poſſeſs 
Chriſtin them, and his holy Ghoſt, and the ſame 
Power and Spirit that the Apoſtles did poſſes, 
they muſt poſieſs: the ſame VViſdom wh ich was 
ordained before the World was, ard the ſame my- 
ſtery hid from Ages and Generations, and the ſame 
Gift from him that is aſcended up on high, and the 
ſame Goſpel which is not after man, neither 1s it 
received of man norby man, this they-muſtpoſleſs 
if they be the Succeſſors of the Apoſtles; for any 
falſe Prophet or Apoſtle,or meſſenger of Satan, An- 
eichriſt or Wolves may get the Sheeps Cloathing. 
the outſide, the Form of Godlineſs and deny the 
Power thereof; ſuch are not the Succeſlors of the 
Apoſtles in their Inheritance andPoſſeſſion, 

Now the Apoſtles in this P offeſsion they that 
did ſucceed them init were called Elders, and they 
ordained Decrees by the holy Ghoſt, as inA#s 16. 
to the Churches that were eſtabliſhed in the Faith : 
& they ordained Elders in every Church; they that 
were in the Poſſeſſion of the holy Ghoſt, ordained 
others that were in the holy Ghoſt. A#s 14. &- 20. 
Take heed therefore unto your ſelves, andunto all 
the Flock of God, over which the holy Ghoſt hath 


made you Overſeers, to feed the Church of God 
| | which

' which he hath purchaſed with his own Blood;mark 
| here you may ſee the Ordinationof Overſeers or 
Elders, and whit they were to overſee withal and 
feed withal, the holy Ghoſt. 

Now they that do ſucceed them-in their Elder- 
ſhip or Overſight, their Succeſſion muſt bein the 
Poſſeſſion of the ſame holy Ghoſt, elſe they are no 
Succeſlors of the Apoſtles, nor the-Elders, nor O- 
verſeers; but are in the Form of Godlineſs without 
the Power thereof, which are'to be turned away 
from : And in 1-Pet. 5. He that is an Elder writes 
tO the Elders, who was a Witneſs of the Sufferings 
of Chriſt, and alſo a Partaker of the Glory that 
ſhould be revealed : Feed the Flick of God ({aith he) 
which is amon ſt you, take the —_ thereof, not by 
conſtraint but willinzly, not for filthy Lucre but of a rea- 
dy Mind; neither as Lords over God's Heritaze ; but 
being Examples te the Flock, Now-here you may ſee 
further of the Ordination of Elders, and the Coun- 
ſel of an Elder to them that were Partakers of the 
Glory, and Witneſles of the Sufferings of Chriſt, 
they ſhould feed and take the Overſight willingly 
and not for filthy Lucre, not being Lords over God's 
Heritage; but Examples 'to the Flock. Now they 
that are as Lords, and are ill Examples, and will be 
overſeers for filthy Lucre, are not Succeeders of the 
Apoſtles, neither in their Poſſeſhon, nor Exarnple, 
nor Command. 

So all they that ſay they have not the ſame Pow- 
er, and holy Ghoſt the Apoſtles had, do not ſuc- 
ceed the Apoſtles intheir Pofleflion, and all they 
who deny, that any People ſhould expeet the ſame

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Power and holy Ghoſt & Apoſtles had, deny their 
Poſſeſhon, - and are no Succeeders. of them : And all 
they that deny the Light that ſhines in the Heart 
to give them th2 Knowledge of the Glory of God 
in the Face of Cariſt Jelus now adayes in People, 
and all thzy tit d2ay the Anodinting within to 
teach, and the W ord of God 1a the Heart and mouth 
to obey and do, which was the Word of Faith the 
Ap d>ſile preached, they are not in the Succeflion of 
the Apoſtles, nor in the Doctrine tha they preach- 
ed, nor 1n the. Poſle lion and Practicect they lived ing. 

And all they that deny that there was not an Ot- 
fering for the Sins of the whole World, and that 
he doth not enlighten every man that cometh into 
the World, with the Light, which is the Life in the 
Word, and. forbid People from believing in this 
Light,and ſay, that God dot h not write his Law in 
Peoples hearts now,nor put it into their minds now; 
all ſuch, Ifay; do not follow the Apoſtles in their 
Succeſſion of their Life and Power they were in, 
for they have danyed: their Doctrine, and that 
which all good Chriſtians do poſſeſs. 

And all fach as fay, that the Grace of God hath 
not appeared to all men to teach them, and brin 
their Salvation and that the manifeſtation of the 
Spirit is not given to every man to-profit withall, 
and that God doth not give his holy Ghoſt to them 
that rebelled againſt it, and that Chriſt hath not 
ſent his holy Ghoſt to lead his miniſters now into all 
Truth, which holy Ghoſt ſhall reprove the World 
of Sin, 8&c. they that deny this are not the. Suc- 
ceſlors of the Apoſtles, in their —_ of

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heir Tif: and Power Mn, the holy Ghoſt ; but are 
den; f heir Doctrine, tho'tgh they may geta 
Forin 0!

8, 
which Prieſthood Chriſt hath ended, and their Of-- 
der, who ordained his Diſciples and Elders as you 
may ſee befre: and all that do ſucceed them nuuſt 
be in the ſame Grace, in the ſame Light and holy 
Ghoſt, and Power, and the ſame Law of Lite, and 
of the Spirit, and the ſame Anointing within, and 
the ſame Word of Faith in the Heart and mouth, 
and the ſame Gift from Chriſt that 1s aſcended up 
on high, and Chriſt within according to his Pro.

Gall of Bitterneſs, and Bond of Iniquity, though 
he was a profeſſor of Chriſt, anda Believer as ma- 
ry ire now? ſoyou may ſee, that he did not ſuc- 
ccel the Apoſtles inthe Life, and holy Ghoſt, and 
Power, and you may clearly ſee the Succeflion to

Ghoſt that they were 1n. 

And dv not you think that there are many S-- 
197% Maz's now adayes, in Chriſtendom, in their 
Gall of Bitterneſs, and Bond of Iniquity, that think 
the Gift ofGod can be bought and fold for money? 
And are there not many now adayes, that do buy 
and fell the Goſpel, as they call it, to people for 
money? And you cannot fay, that theſe ſucceed 
the Apoſtles 1n their poſlesſion in the Life and pow- 
er; but S707 Magws in his Gall of Bitterneſs and 
Bond of Iniquity.
